New* York shor*- and within night of 
thousands of persons, the m ajority of 
whom were powerless to minimize the 
extent of the catastrophe. 
By the burning to the w ater’s edge 
of the General Slocum, a three decked 
excursion rteam er, the largest in these 
w aters, more than 600 persons, the

the lurching of the vessel and the 
frantic ru sh of th e panic-stricken p as­ 
sengers.

Divers are still busy • 
taking bodies from th e hold of the ves J 
si 1 which they say is choked with the 
remains of human beings, while bodies
